Minority Report Says Election 


Reeks of Corruption— Says

Solon's Seat Is Vacant 


WASHINGTON, 
May 20.—William 
Lori mer was given a whitewash by a 
majority report of the senatorial In­ 
vestigation committee 
submitted 
to 
the senate today. 
The report 
con­ 
cludes: 
“There is absolutely no evi­ 
dence in all the testimony submitted 
which either intimated, suggests or 
charges that Senator Lorimor was per­ 
sonally guilty of corruption.” 
The record contains 8586 pages. 
The report says in part: 
“We are 
convinced that no vote has been se­ 
cured for him by bribery. 
Whatever 
money anyone has received it was not 
paid by any one on Lorimer’s behalf 
to secure a vote, and 
that 
neither 
Hines nor anyone else raised funds or 
contributed to a fund to secure Lori­ 
mer’s election. 
We And the election 
was the local result of a political con­ 
dition then existing in Illinois, and 
that it was free from corrupt prac­ 
tices, therefore we must, do, And Wil­ 
liam 
Lorlmer‘a 
election 
was 
not 
brought about through evil inAuenco 
or corrupt methods or practices." 
A majority of the members of the 
committee adopted the readjudicata 
doctrine which the Lorimerltea raised 
which holds that all issues 
in 
tho 
case were Anally adjudicated in the 
senate on March 1st, 1911. 
A majority report lengthily discuss­ 
ed Funk's slush fund testimony and 
the situation prevailing Immediately 
before the election. It declared Lori­ 
mor apparently was the only 
man 
able to break the deadlock. It asserts 
no evidence of a Jackpot was uncov­ 
ered. 
It denounced White’s charges 
as "unworthy of belief." 
The report 
was signed by Senators Dillingham, 
Gamble, Jones, Johnston and Fletcher. 
The roport of a minority of the com 
mltteemen took the stand that Lori 
mer’s election was Irregular and that 
at least ten votes were 
purchased. 
The minority report says: 
“Tho re­ 
cords in the senate plainly show that 
Lorimer’s election reeks and seems to 
have been part of a general corrup­ 
tion scheme." 
The report is signed by Senators 
Lea, Kern and Kenyon and was ac 
companied by a resolution declaring 
Senator Lorimer’s seat vacant.
